Holcombe’s career is un- 
usual, for he is the oldest man 
in point of service with the de 
partment; he has served longer as 
a superior officer than any man 
in the history of the department, 
and, in so far as anyone knows, 
he is the only man to turn down 
the position as chief of police. 

Aside from that, Chief Hol- 
combe never has adhered to the 
traditional lines of law enforce. 
ment. He tosses aside rules and 
technicalities to reach a common- 
sense settlement of complaints 
and disputes without bringing the 
warring factions into court, 
UNHURRIED INTEREST 

The veteran chief has as much 
unhurried interest in the prob- 
lerns of a ragged street urchin as 
he has in. the complaints of im- 
pressive businessmen. 

“I’ve never had anybody com- 
plain that I mistreated them,” he 
said simply. “That's about the 
only thing I know to be proud of 
in all the time I've been here.” 

Holcombe actually is more ac- 
curately portrayed as Clarence 
Hudington Kelland’s famous fic 
litional country squire, Scatter. 
sood Baines, than he is as a hard- 
boiled chief of police. 

He can “get tough” when the 
occasion arises, however, and is 
generally credited with breaking 
up the old-time practice of police 
men drinking on duty and taking 
other such liberties which might 
interfere with their duties. 

Chief Holcombe came with the 
force as a rookie patrolman March 
31, 1901. He turned down a City 
Council appointment as chief of 
police in 1932 because “I didn't 
want to get mixed up in politics.”
